Oct. 10, 1984 4:30 A.M. 

I was awakened by a buz- 
zi ng-screeching noise by the 
side of my bed coming from a 
little plastic box with hands 
on It to te I I time. But I 
didn't care what time It was, 
I knew what time It was, for 
It was Del Mar time, and I was 
happy. How long I had waited 
for this trip! But this 
little box kept making noise I 
didn't like, I smashed It— It 
stopped. How nice. I got up, j 
got dressed, ate, and got 
ready for the next 13 hour, j 
red-eye torture cruise that j 
layed ahead of me. I tried to 
get psyched up but, just I 
couldn't find It In me at this ■ 
hour. So when Brad's parents 
and Brad came to pick me up, f 
took It upon myself to conk 
back out In the back of their 
car when we left.

more comfortable in the pool, 
and had it pretty much wired 
this day. I'm sure Brad did 
too. It showed In both of us. 
The big practice sessions went 
on throughout the day, as 
people thought out their runs, 
lines, and routines for the 
contest the next day. The 
skating was bio and consistent 
by everyone present. Every 



once in a while skaters like 
Tony Hawk or Lester Kasai 
would decide to take to the 
keyhole and put on an air show 
of their own. 7 ft. of air 
seems so easy to these young 
men! Quite impressive. 

The day wore on and late 
evening started to settle in. 
Still skaters practiced, and 
still skaters showed up, Pros 
and Ams alike. Neil Blender, 
Billy Ruff, Pete Finlan, Bobby 
Fry, Paul Molina, G.S.D., I 
Cameron Tabbytite, Ken Park 
and others. I had my line for 



the contest all thought out 
and wired for the next day, so 
I stopped skating and got out 
my camera and photographed one 
of the hottest sessions I have 
ever witnessed. There were at 
least 20-25 Pro and Am skaters 
all going at it at the same 
time. Heavy snaking occurred. 
But bio skating, and FUN was 
had by all. The session went 
on until the park closed at 
11:00. Brad went back to the 
hotel early, so I had to hike 
It back by myself. When I got 
there sleep was all I had on 
my mind after skating for 12 



hours. So I just went 

straight to my bed and 
straight to sleep. 




The next morning I woke 
up later than I was supposed 
to. And Brad didn't wake me 
up either. So I had to show- 
er, get dressed, cram my gear 
in my skate bag, get all my 
clothes together, and check 
out in about 25 minutes. 
Luckily the lady that managed 
the motel let us keep our 
suitcases in her own little 
personal office, so we 
wouldn't have to drag them 
down to the park. We told her 
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Brad's parents would be there 
later to pick them up. 

Brad and I then took off 
.towards the park. When we got 
there the place was packed 
with skaters, organizers, com- 
pany reps, etc. Since this 
was our first CA.S.L. contest 
of the year, we had to sign up 
with their organization. So 
that took us a while besides 
I just signing up for the con- 
test and paying the entry fee 
Itself. When we got done with 
that mess, we went into the 
park to see what was going on 
and what the order of events 
would be. It seemed that the 
1a 13 and under skaters were 
taking their practice runs and 
t hey would be competing first. 
Then the 1a, 14 to 15 yrs.

They each get two-45 
second runs as do the rest of 
the groups - 2a, 3a, and spon- 
sored Ams. After they fin- 
ished the 1a 14-15 group 
started their practice. So I 
decided I should go eat 
something since I hadn't eaten 



anything yet that day. So I 
skated up to the McDonald's 
and scarfed down some food and 
then came back. When I got 
back the la 14-15 group had 
already finished their con- 
test, and the roller skaters 
were in the middle of theirs. 
So I sat down and watched as 
Jimi Scott took 1st place in 
the roller skating. After 
that the 1a 16 and over group 
started their practice and 
then their contest. After it 
was over there was a break In 
the action before the spon- 
sored Ams would take to the 
pool for their contest (Yeh!) 
By the way, I didn't know any 
of the names who placed in the 
1a groups, so \ can't say who 
won what* Anyhow, after the 
short break, the sponsored Ams 
took to the pool for their 
practice. 

The guys to beat seemed 
to be Adrian Demain and Jeff 
Grosso. These two Powell and 
Santa Cruz amateurs were 
tearing it up! After the 
practice subsided, the contest 
got under way for them. They 
all had BIO runs for their j 
first heat (except Chris May i 
who fell 3 times in a row), j 
Chris Black skated with high ! 
airs, air to tail on the hip, 
and nice inverts. Adrian 
Demain, skating to Rock Around 
the Clock, did contorted airs, 
fakie inverts, R-n-R slides, 
units, les twists, Boneless 
ones, and other hot moves. 
Jeff Grosso was in there with 
6 ft. B-side airs, eggplants, 
sad plants, and other mind 
blowing tricks. Also having 



good runs were Eric Jeuden, 
Dave Bedore, Paul Molina, and 
Eric Nash. 

in the second heat, Adrian 
Demain really had the crowd 
behind him as he pulled out 
a I I the stops. They were 
yelling and screaming all 
through his run. He was def- 
initely the crowd's favorite. 
It seemed as though Jeff 
Brosso had the crowd pretty 
much behind him too, as they 
would yell and cheer through- 
out his run also. After all 
the sponsored Ams were finish- 
ed, Adrian Demain was announc- 
ed the winner.

There was one more 
skater to go before I would, 
so I walked around to the op- 
posite side of the pool by the 
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bleachers and stood there 
going over my run in my mind, 
while waiting to go. The 
skater finished his run. As 
then the announcer said: "The 
next skater up is Todd 
Thomas." I walked up to the 
edge of the pool, and stood 



air, then came back and did a 
carve grind, then a backside 
air, another grind; came back 
and pulled my invert, every- 
thing was going fine until I 
came back to do a mute air and 
I had to bail.

remember exactly what my 
scores, were but they were 
good, somewhere in the high 
70's and 80's. After my run, 
Brad took his. He had a nice 
run with front side airs, Ice 
plants, fakle ollles, foot- 
plant thrusters, extended 
frontslde grinds, rock'n'- 
rolls, and handplants. He 
didn't fall once, and had nice 
scores, too. 

After that the field of 
skaters had to take their sec- 
ond runs. So I just hung a- 
round waiting for mine. When 




my turn came around, I got a 
real shitty lame wanna be New 
Wave song over the PA system. 
So, no music to keep me going 
in this run ( my first one I 
had "Mommy's Little Monster" 
by Social Destortion). So 
when I was ready, I dropped in 
for my second run. I did the 
same routine as I did in my 
first run. And guess what? I 
even bailed on the same trick 
as I did in my first run. 
Nice, huh? And to make things 
worse, I hung up on a front- 
side grind and fell on that, 
too! So now I had two falls 
in the same run, and by the 
time I was done fall|tfjmy time 
was up. So for my second and 
last run, I didn't get very 
high scores. I was kind of 
disappointed, so I went over 
to the freestyle area and 
watched the freestylers warm 
up. I totally missed Brad's 
run, but I guess he fell once 
in his also. They announced 
our groups standings and Brad 
jcame in 3rd and I came In 4th 
jplace. Weljj that's the way it 
^goes, eh? 



I didn't even see any of 
the 3a group because after our 
contest I went off skating the 
reservoirs and talked to 
Adrian Demain. And after 
that 9 I went to eat at 
McDonald's. When I got back, 
the freestylers were prac- 
pricing for their contest. I 
fc- went and found Adrian and he 
and I went around and "pester- 
ed" people. Later, when 
Adrian and I were talking to 
Dave Crabb, he said one of the 
judges said that if I didn 9 1 
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fall those two times In my 
second run, -I would have had 
1st place. Well, tuff luck... 
Odent Schnodent! . . . . Well, 
anyway, Adrian and I went over 
the the drinking fountain to 
get a drink and after we fin- 
ished we heard this strange 
noise coming out of the boys' 
bathroom, so we went over to 

check It out. When we walked 
In, there sat Nell Blender, 
Jeff Grosso, Lester Kasal, and 
his cousin, Terrence all stra- 
tegically placed in the bath- 
room, around a tape recorder 
with guitars in their hands.
